Cultural Programs--In Whose Hands?

On Feb. 15, the Student Senate 
met for their first session of the 
spring semester. 

There was one topic of 
discussion that dominated the 
majority of the meeting, that of 
student autonomy and power 
The issue involved the Student 
Senate’s motion last semester 
approving a revision in the 
manner the Student Senate gives 
the faculty weight in decisions 
affecting it. The decision at the 
time authorized the Student 
Senate to act free of faculty 
intervention with regard to 
Cultural Programs 

The matter came up before the 
senate as a point of discussion 
by faculty members 
Representatives of the Faculty 
Senate Standing Committee on 
Cultural Programs reminded the 
Student Senate that their 
motion to remove faculty 
participation on Cultural 


Programs had to have its 
concurrence before such a 
motion could in fact become 
university policy 

The Faculty Senate 
Representatives felt that the 


Student Senate would have a 
much better chance of getting 
administration approval of 
speakers and events if it had 
faculty support rather than 
going it alone 

The matter finally was resolved 
when it was decided that it 
would be better to refer the 
matter to the Faculty Senate for 
consideration of the onginal 
motion as passed by the Student 
Senate. 

Also discussed was a request 
for $1500.00 by the Faculty 
Evaluation Survey Team to pay

We Cannot Evaluate Before Defining Objectives

Personally, | suspect that the results of our work 
defy measurement for reasons that would apply 
equally to the work of the physician, the lawyer, 
or the priest, or, for that matter, of anyone whose 
performance cannot be readily assessed by asking 


the question - how many? 


But I believe we can deal with the difficulty if we 
ask why we want to evaluate. If we can reply that 
we wish to improve our ability to assist students to 
learn how to study the subjects we are studying 
that is, to provide the resources over which we 
have or can get control to assist them to acquire 
the skills and background to manage their own 


inquines into our subjects, we can accept 





isk questions pertinent to our effort to assess the 
legree to which someone has taken effective 
action 

Asking students whether instructors are prepared 
requests information which students are in no 
position to have unless, of course, they live with 
the instructors, know their work habits, or have 
reviewed their credentials in relation to a statement 
of what action constitutes preparation for a 
previously defined purpose 

Asking students whether they would recommend 
the course to others tells us nothing directly about 
the degree to which instructors achieve their 
instructional objectives. At best, it gives us an 
indication of which instructors are most attractive

“The first major riot to occur 
after the passage of the War on 
Poverty was the Watts rebellion, 
which served as a prototype for 
subsequent insurrections in 
America’s urban centers 
Volumes of sociological 
doubletalk have been wnitten to 
try to explain away those tragic 
days in August, 1965 


“What all these studies ignored 
was the fact that four days 
before the holocaust began, 
hearings were held in Watts by 
Congressman Augustus Hawkins, 
ostensibly to determine whether 
government officials or the poor 
should run the local War on 
Poverty programs. This proved 
to be a cover for a pep rally for 
the upcoming riot.”
